Development, Department of Education, Government of 
India, had set up a National Book Development Board in 
1967 to lay down gu : delines for the development of the 
book industry in the context of the overall requirements 
of the country The Board was subsequently reconstitut¬ 
ed in 1970 and functioned until February 1974.
